It 
provides training for volunteer teachers of ESL to 
adults and orientation for refugees in their own 
language. 


As well, the unit acts as a clearing-house for infor- 
mation and is involved in materials development. 
A comprehensive list of all Indo-Chinese Refugee 
Settlement Unit resources may be viewed at any 
public library or Ministry of Culture and Recrea- 
tion field office.

Starting from Nina: The Politics of Learning

Documents some experiences of consciousness- 
raising among working people in Ontario. The 
people represented are immigrant workers, school 
children in a working class neighborhood, and 
clerical workers in an office. The film explores 
how critical consciousness develops when the con- 
tent of learning is the fabric of daily life. The need 
to learn English is great. ‘‘Kids don’t learn to read 
and write. They read and write in order to learn.’’ 
For educators, community workers, union organ- 
izers and students,the film is a valuable tool for 
assessing their work and opening up discussions 
on the content and values of education.

Children learn to talk first by listening, and 
responding to commands. In the beginning their 
understanding of the language far surpasses their 
ability to speak it. James J. Asher of San Jose 
State College has applied this learning principle to 
adult language classes. The film shows a class 
composed of adults aged 17 to 60 learning German 
as the instructor directs their behavior through 
commands. At first they only listen and respond 
without making any attempt to speak. Gradually 
they come to give commands of their own, then 
progress to skits. Reading and writing skills come 
last.

Outcasts of the China Seas 

34%" Videocassette, color, 48 minutes 

Filmed at the U.N. refugee camp called Bidong, 
on an island off Malaysia, the tape reviews the 
refugees’ reasons for leaving Vietnam, and their 
hopes for the future. It looks at conditions in the 
camp and the process of selection for refugee 
status to other countries. 


Alderman Ying Hope’s Visit to Hong Kong 
Videotape, 10 minutes 

Photographed and narrated personally, Hope 
tracks the arrival of South-East Asian refugees in 
Hong Kong to their subsequent placement in the 
Kai-Tak transit camp where they await a flight to 
Canada and finally to their destination in Van- 
couver. 


Point Blank 

Videotape, 60 minutes 

A panel discussion on the pros and cons of refugee 
sponsorship are dealt with. One side advances the 
argument that we don’t need more people to con- 
sume precious natural resources, and the other 
claims that higher population promotes positive 
consumer growth. 
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A Vietnamese Family in Canada 

¥4" Videocassette, color, 30 minutes 

A Canadian marries a Vietnamese girl and brings 
her extended family to Burnaby, British Colum- 
bia, where they are interviewed two months after 
their arrival. Their biggest concern is lack of ade- 
quate English to obtain essential services. The 
Canadian husband feels that all refugees need a 
native speaker to represent their interests when 
they go to immigration, employment, etc., in 
order to obtain proper benefits and consideration. 


From Saigon to Sudbury 

3%" Videocassette, color, 60 minutes 

This docu-drama created by five professional ac- 
tors and the director of Theatre Lifeline is a fast- 
moving and entertaining look at how the Indo- 
Chinese refugees are adapting to Canada and 
how, in turn, Canadians are adapting to them. 
The play, which toured Ontario in the summer of 
1980, deals with refugee settlement through the 
use of popular entertainment forms such as circus, 
street theatre, music and dance.

Based on LVA’s basic teacher training workshop. 
Introduces the trainee to the problem of illiteracy 
in the United States and outlines specific tech- 
niques used in the LVA method of teaching 
reading and writing. 


e Part 1: Experience Story 

(77 slides; 35 min.) 

Detailed look at the experience story as a teaching 
tool. The tutor writes down the story of a stu- 
dent’s experience exactly as verbalized by the 
student, and then teaches the student to read 
her/his own words. Discusses the rationale for use 
of this technique and outlines the steps, by show- 
ing a teacher actually using the approach. 


e Part 2: Sight Words 

(33 slides; 10 min.) 

Shows how to use the technique of sight-words in 
teaching reading. Suggests different ways of 
teaching them and how to progress to forming 
sentences from several sight words. 


e Part 3: Phonics 

(61 slides; 25 min.) 

Looks at learning to read by phonics. Teaches the 
trainee some of the sound-symbol relationships of 
the English language, and illustrates how to teach 
both beginning and ending consonant sounds. 


e Part 4: Word Patterns 

(93 slides; 20 min.) 

Looks at the approach to developing proficiency 
in word recognition using word patterns. Suggests 
techniques for teaching and outlines its uses and 
adaptation. 


On the Bias

Explores issues about women’s work. Focuses on 
the clothing industry, where women play a major 
role in the making, selling and buying of clothes. 
Also examines the relationships between women’s 
work in the home and their economic role as con- 
sumers. Useful for intermediate ESL classes, as 
well as for citizenship participation.

1. Materials must be returned within 24 hours of 
use. 

2. Metro Toronto area — 48 hours notice re- 
quired for any AV loan to be processed. 

3. Outside Metro Toronto area — 7 days notice 
required for any AV loan to be processed. 

4. Metro Toronto area — Materials must be 
picked up and returned to the Resource 
Centre. Arrangements for a delivery service 
are the responsibility of the borrower. 

5. Field Office locations — Materials must be 
picked up and returned to the field office. 
Borrowers who are not resident in the field of- 
fice location, but would like to use the free 
service provided at these locations, should 
make their wishes known to the field office 
staff at the time of booking. 

6. All other locations — Material is sent prepaid 
by bus parcel express. The borrower accepts 
the return cost by bus parcel express. Do not 
use postal service. 

7. Educational institutions will be expected to 
assign one contact person for the ordering, 
receipt of, and return of, all materials. 

8. If the material is damaged by misuse the bor- 
rower could be liable for replacement. If the 
visual aids are abused, or the borrower is 
negligent in returning materials as scheduled, 
service to that particular borrower will be 
discontinued. 
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9. Resource materials are for education only, not 
for entertainment or private use. They may 
not be copied. Admission may not be charged 
for showings, nor may the borrower lend 
material to another person or group. 

10. Securing the proper viewing equipment is the 
responsibility of the borrower. It should be 
compatible — video equipment for video 
tapes; slide projectors for slide presentations 
(all slide presentations are in Kodak Carousel 
trays); 16mm projectors for 16mm films, etc. 
Only experienced operators should handle 
equipment and the equipment should be clean 
and in good working order.

The black and white films are usually old so con- 
tents may be dated and the film should therefore 
be used with discretion. Some borrowers find 
them useful; others do not.
